OF M A N Y LEGENDS 


1'RY U S FOR A W ANT AD 


Fa n t a z 
tic Ta le Em b ellish ed 
b y Chro niclers. 


Of all the crabbed, querulous, ecstqtlc 
tales of rbe Middle ages, none is more 
medieval, and none more provocative 
to doctors and sages, than the history 
of "Tope .loan,” say s John OLeiulon’s 
W eekly. About ii^r and about her they 
have argued. 
She was a man. say 
some; a devil, say others; she oc­ 
cupied the throne of Saint Peter for 
any period of time from two and a 
half to nineteen y ears; site was named 
alternately Agnes. Gilberfa, Gcrberta, 
Margaret, Isabel, Iforothy , or .lutta; 
site did not exist at all. 
Probably not, 
indeed; sin* achieves hut a small meas­ 
ure of verisimilitude in the hands of 
her chroniclers, and 
their 
differing 
stories do not help tier. 
On one point 
only are they agreed; with one accord 
they wag their heads over her moral 
delinquency , and brand her as hav­ 
ing, at a peculiarly inconvenient mo­ 
ment, given birth to a child. 
It is between Leo IV, who died on 
July 11, 8 53, and Benedict, consecrated 
on September 29 of the same y ear, 
that legend endeavors to sandwich its 
woman pope. By the end of the Thir­ 


teenth century her story had won gen­ 
eral credence. At the beginning of tlie 
Fifteenth century her supposed bust 
kept company in the 
cathedral 
at 
Siena with the busts of all authentic 
popes; and at the Council of Con­ 
stance John Huss supported his claims 
by appealing to tlie case of “Agnes, 
who became Pope Joan.” 
The tale swells in extravagance as 
it grows in y ears. Stephen ot Bourbon 
say s simply that the woman was a 
clever scribe, who became m ary of 
the Curia and rose to be cardinal and 
pope. 
A later version sends her first 
on a visit to Athens, where by her 
diligence she becomes a subtle rea- 
soner. 
The fume of Rome reaches 
her ears; straightway she packs up 
her books and journey s thither, to be­ 
come a professor at whose feet the 
greatest teachers are eager to sit. 
Celebrated for her mode of life no less 
than for her learning, she is unani­ 
mously elected pope; but alas! fine liv­ 
ing makes her voluptuous, and, y ield­ 
ing to temptation, she falls. 
A monk of Malmesbury , writing in 
1366, say s that, born in Mayence, Joan 
was sent by her parents to receive in­ 
struction in the sciences from male 
teachers. 
On one of them She came 
to look with more affection than be­ 
came a pupil, and when he went to 
Rome, she donned man’s dress and 
went with him; and there4, because she 


surpassed every one in learning, she 
was made cardinal by Pope Lee. 
As to the punishment meted out to 
the disciple of Satan, when the birth 
of a child betray ed her, the» authori­ 
ties differ. One» of them will have her 
discovered before her election, tied to 
the feet of a horse, dragged out of the 
city and stoned. 
Another allows her j 
two y ears’ triumph and 
a 
natural 
death. 
A third n « rely deposes 
her; 
while Boccaccio (who, the 
wicked fel­ 
low’, rather enjoy s the 
tale) permits 
her to shed a few’ tears and retire into 
private life!

OF M A N Y LEGENDS 


Far.tac'ic Tale Embellished 
by Chroniclers.

Of all the crabbed, cpterulous, ecstatic 
tales of the Middle ages, none is more 
medieval, and none more provocative 
to doctors and sages, than tine history 
of “I‘ope .loan," says John O’Loi.fion’g 
Weekly. About h^r and about her they 
have argued. 
She was a man. say 
some; a devil, say others; she oc­ 
cupied tile throne of Saint Peter for 
any period of time from two and a 
half to nineteen years; .‘die was named 
alternately Agues. Gllberta, Gerberta, 
Margaret, Isabel, Dorothy, or Jut ta; 
she did not exist at all. 
Probably not, 
indeed ; sh** achieves lait a small rn* as- 
ure of verisimilitude Sn the hands of 
her chroniclers, and 
their 
differing 
stories do not help her. 
On one point 
only are they agreed; with one accord 
they wag their heads over her moral 
delinquency, and brand her as hav­ 
ing, at a peculiarly inconvenient mo­ 
ment, given birth to a child. 
It is between Leo IV, who died on j 
July ll, 853. and Benedict, consecrated 
on September 29 of the same year, 
that legend endeavors to sandwich iti 
woman pope. By the end of the Thin J 


teenth century her story had won gen­ 
eral credence, At the beginning of the 
Fifteenth century her supposed bust 
kept company in the 
cathedral 
at 
Siena with the busts of all authentic 
popes; and at the Council of Con­ 
stance John Huss supported his claims 
by appealing to the case of “Agnes. 
who became Pope Joan." 
The tale swells in extravagance as 
it grows in years. Stephen pi Bourbon 
says simply that the worn ti was a 
clever scribe, who became id ary of 
tile Curia and rose to be cardinal and 
pope. 
A later version sends her first 
on a visit to Athens, where by her 
diligence she becomes a subtle rea­ 
soner. 
The fame of Rome reaches 
lier ears; straightway she packs up 
her books and Journeys thither, to be­ 
come a professor at whose feet the 
greatest teachers are eager to sit. 
Celebrated for lo r mode of life no less 
than for her learning, she is unani­ 
mously elected pope; but alas! fine liv­ 
ing makes her voluptuous, and, yield­ 
ing to temptation, she fails. 
A monk of Malmesbury, writing in 
1366, says that, born in Mayence. Joan 
was sent by her parents to receive in­ 
struction in the sciences from male 
teachers. 
On one of them she came 
to look with more affection than be­ 
came a pupil, and when he went to 
Home, she donned man’s dress and 
went with him ; and there, because she 


surpassed everyone In learning, she 
was made cardinal by Pope Leo. 
As to the punishment meted out to 
the disciple of Satan, when the birth 
ef a child betrayed her, the authori­ 
ties differ. One of them will have ber 
discovered* before her election, tied to 
the feet of a horse, dragged out of the 
city and stoned, A ’tother allows her : 
two years’ triumph and 
a 
natural 
death. 
A third nicely deposes her; 
while Boccaccio (who, tile wicked fel­ 
low, rather enjoys the tale) permits 
her to shed a few’ tears and retire into 
private life!
